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WHAT IS Pl KAPPA DELTA? 


Because many people ask the above question and many other ques- 
tions subsequent to it which are given below, the National Council 
wishes to have these questions answered in an article which will repre- 
sent the organization fairly to those who are interested in it, who may 
want to join it, or who may wish to organize chapters to petition for 
charters. 


_What is Pi Kappa Delta? 

It is an honorary organization for intercollegiate debaters and 
orators, and instructors engaged in teaching oratory, debate, and public 
speaking. 

Is Pi Kappa Delta a fraternity? 

[f you mean by fraternity a secret society with aristocratic ideas of 
social life in college—NO. If you mean by fraternity a Greek letter 
organization which initiates—Yes. 

Does Pi Kappa Delta differ from a regular college fraternity in any 
other way? 

Yes. It does not pick its members upon a basis of personal choice 
or social distinction. It elects to membership those who have repre- 
sented the college in debate or oratory. It confers an honorary key and 
not a “frat” pin. It also elects women to membership as does Phi Beta 
Kappa. 

Does Pi Kappa Delta have chapters in non-fraternity colleges? 

Yes. At Ottawa University, Southwestern College, Kansas, and 
Ripon College, Wisconsin. 

How many chapters has Pi Kappa Delta? 

Fifteen active chapters, listed on the back cover of this magazine, 
and four dead chapters. 

Does it have any new chapters under consideration? 

Yes, several. 

How many members has Pi Kappa Delta? 

Approimately three hundred and fifty. 

When was it organized and how? 

Pi Kappa Delta was organized in 1912-13 by John A. Shields of 
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Ottawa University, E. A. Vaughan of Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege, and E. R. Nichols of Ripon College English Department. Asso- 
ciated with them when the organization was launched were seven other 
charter members taken from seven other institutions in the Middle 
West. They were: J. H. Krenmyre, lowa Wesleyan; C. J. Boddy, 
Kansas Wesleyan; Frank P. Johnson, Morningside College;> A. L. 
Crookham, Southwestern College; P. C. Somerville, Illinois Wesleyan ; 
H. O. Pritchard, then of Cotner College now of Eurkea College, IIli- 
nois; and Dan C. Lockwood, College of Emporia. The constitution 
was written and discussed by correspondence and the final draft signed 
by these ten members. 


Has the constitution been changed since? 

Yes, by referendum of majority of National Founders, and by the 
first National Convention, The latest revised constitution will probably 
be printed in the next number of the Forensic. The main change in 
the constitution was to place the local chapters in power and to abolish 
_ the National and State chapters as powers over the local chapters. 

Where is the Supreme power in Pi Kappa Delta vested? 

In the Local Chapters and the National Convention. 

How often are conventions held? 

Every two years, beginning in 1916 with the convention held at 
Washburn College, Topeka, Kansas. The next convention will prob- 
ably be held near Kansas City or Des Moines, 

Who directs the affairs of the organization in the interim between 
conventions? 

The National Council. (The names and addresses are given on the 
back cover.) 

How are these officers elected? 

By the delegates to the National Convention. 

How much power does the local chapter have? 

One vote in the convention, and the power of voting in referen- 
dums. It has jurisdiction over all of its own affairs as long as it stays 
within the National Constitution. 

Is the constitution secret or public? Can I get a copy? 

It is not secret.. You can get a copy of the old constitution by writ- 
ing td ana a‘ Of the Revised Constitutioras soon as 
it is printed from the same officer. 

What is the purpose of Pi Kappa Delta? 

Its purpose is similar to that of other honorary organizations—to 
promote scholarship. In this particular instance it is to promote for- 
ensic endeavor in American colleges. 


How will it do this? 
In several ways. By giving a key and scholarship honors thereby 
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implied a student is rewarded for his accomplishment and other stu- 
dents are encouraged to strive for like honors. Second, by promoting 
a spirit of harmony and cooperation for the welfare of forensics in the 
college, and in an intercollegiate way, the organization can do much for 
the betterment of public speaking in colleges all over the country. 
Third, the organization makes forensics more important by calling at- 
tention to them, thus advancing the cause. Fourth, the honor of mem- 
bership in a national organization of this kind and the wearing of the 
honorary key is a compensation to the student who is obliged to sacri- ye 
_ fice other things to promote forensics at his college. a 
5 What sort of key does Pi Kappa Delta have? yr ; 
A gold key of tWo sizes—watch fob size and lavaliere size.” The 
key is pear shaped, has the letters Pi Kappa Delta in Greek capitals 
across the round part of the key with the design of an eye immediately 
above. The eye is jewelled, and there is a second jewel at the top of 
the key surrounded by scroll work. (See cover design.) 


rf Have these designs and jewels any significance? 
Yes. That is all explained in the ritual or initiation ceremony. 


Why is the key jewelled? 

First to make it more attractive. Second to make it distinct from 
the insignia of any other honorary society. Third, to indicate whether 
the wearer is an orator, debater, or instructor, and whether he _be- 
longs to the first, second, third, or fourth degree of distinction. The 
eye jewel indicates the degree in terms of contests entered and won, 
and the top stone indicates order or whether the wearer is an orator, 
debater, etc. The opal is the oratory jewel or order stone, the pearl, 
the debate, the emerald, the instructor, and the sapphire, the honorary 
member. An opal eye stone indicates the first or degree of fraternity 
and signifies that the a aeaker represented his college in one contest 


/ 


or has coached it. The earleye stone indicates the second, or degree 
of proficiency, which meats that the wearer has won one out of two 
debates or has taken second or third in a state contest of oratory. The 
emerald eye indicates the third or degree of honor, which means that the 
wearer has won two debates out of three or has won a state oratorical. 
The diamond eye stone indicates the fourth or degree of special distine- 
tion which means that he wearer has won three debates out of four or 
has taken first or second in an interstate contest in oratory. There is a 
scheme of advancement for instructors also. 


i Ts there any particular advantage of these distinctions and jezweling? 

We think there is. It does not place men on a par. It recognizes 

their achievements as individuals in an organization which grants all 

equal voice and voting privileges. We admit that the idea is borrowed 

from the Masonic order, where the member advances from degree to 
degree. 
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Is every representative of a college in oratory and debate where Pi 
Kappa Delta has a chapter eligible to membership? 

Yes. 

Does the chapter have to take all such eligible persons? 


It does not have to. It is expected to do so unless there is a good 
reason for not doing so. 


Who is the judge of this? 


It is ruled by the conditions and requirements of the faculty in each 
institution and by the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta in cases of 


appeal. 
‘{ Can a person get into Pi Kappa Delta if there is no chapter in his 
college? 


Yes. The organization maintains what are known as state and nat- 
ional general chapters. An application can be sent to the state or 
national council for membership in these general chapters, 


4.0 What are the eligibility requirements for general chapter members? 
They are the same as those of ordinary chapter members. The can- 
didate must represent his Alma Mater in an intercollegiate debate or 
oratorical contest or must be an instructor in debate and oratory in an 
institution of learning which the organization is willing to recognize.

‘for general distribution.

The organization does not furnish them, but they must be 
purchased through the National Treasurer.

No. This is not permitted. 


| Does it cost anything to get a charter? 
* " Yes, some effort and a five dollar fee. 


' How many petitioners are necessary for an application for a charter? 

Five. 

How should petitioners proceed in order to get a charter and a 

pter? 

They should write to one of the members of Pi Kappa Delta, prefer- 
ably one of the officers or members of the charter committee, and get a 
blank for the petition and for information about the petitioning colleges 
and blanks for each individual applicant to fill out with his forensic rec- 
ord. They should supplement this with pictures of the college buildings, 
of the group of petitioners, and information that they think will help; 
also with endorsements from members of Pi Kappa Delta and from 
chapters of Pi Kappa Delta. These supplements are not absolutely 
necessary but they help. When the petition and individual applications 
are filled out mail them to the Chairman of the Charter Committee, E. 
A. Vaughan, Auburn, Alabama. Action will be taken by the Charter 
Committee as soon as possible. A recommendation for or against the 
application or petition will be made by the Charter Committee to the 
National Council or to the convention or to the chapters in a referen- 
dum election. The chapters have the ultimate power but, as a referen- 
dum is slow, power over most petitions is given to the National Council. 
Petitions sent in just before a convention are held for action by that 
body. <A petition will usually be granted in a month or two after ap- 
plication is made unless there is objection on the part of a chapter or 
chapters. 

Does the forensic record of the applicants and of the college form 
the basis for admission or rejection? 

Yes, in part. This is not the sole consideration. The college must 
have a creditable standing and reputation, -a substantial endowment, 
and its work must be credited by the state university of the state in 
which it is located, 
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47? When should application be made as a general rule? 

“Any time except during the last month of the school year. A peti- 
tion can not be given proper attention at this time. It is better to wait 
until the next fall and take in graduate members that want in after or 
at the time of installation. 

nyHow are chapters installed? 

Generally a representative of the organization is sent to install a 
chapter. The new chapter is required to bear the expense of instal- 
lation. The ceremony of installation is sent to the chapter, and if the 
expense is too great for an installing officer to attend other arrange- 
ments may be made. Such arrangements have not been necessary so 
far. 

my" Are the imstallation and initiation ceremonies of Pi Kappa Delta 
ecret or public? 

Neither. We do not believe in secrcy, nor do we believe in turning 
the ceremonies loose for public gaze. Friends of the chapter members 
and candidates for admission and any of the college authorities may be 
present at the time of giving these ceremonies. In fact, this is highly 
desirable as it lends interest and dignity to the occasion to have visitors 
of this class. Usually a banquet or dinner is an excellent accompani- 
ment of an installation or an initiation, 


L\are chapters required to hold annual initiations? 

Yes, ina way. The membership is not allowed to drop below five 
or the charter is taken away. This enforces annual initiations. 

4 Are chapters required to report new members, send in chapter let- 
ters, cuts, etc.? 

Yes. These things are necessary to the progress and welfare of the 
organization. 

Does Pi Kappa Delta have any definite policy of expansion? 

Yes, it aims to be the college forensic organization. It has not en- 
tered any large universities, but has been confined chiefly to small col- 
leges, to state colleges and to the smaller universities. Its general atti- 
tude toward expansion is liberal. New chapters are welcomed and 
this will probably be true for several years yet. With the admission of 
a large number of chapters the organization will doubtless do as other 
fraternities have done—grow conservative with age. 

Does this mean that now is the best time to make application? 

Yes. Now is the accepted time. 
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STATISTICAL SUMMARY OF THE 
FORENSIC YVEAR.

Experience in editing Intercollegiate Debates has taught me that the 
thing which debaters wish to know most before the book is off the press 
is what questions were debated the year before and by what colleges. 
Advance information is given here in summarized form of all debates 
up to the time of going to press. 

It will also be of interest to members of Pi Kappa Delta to know 
what debates the next volume will contain. As far as decided debates 
on the following subjects will be published: Swiss Military System, 
Princeton against Harvard and Yale; Open Door Policy, K. S. A. C., 
affirmative and negative, City Manager, Dakota Wesleyan and Morn- 
ingside ; Labor Union Exemption Anti-trust Laws, Southwestern Col- 
lege (Kansas), affirmative and negative; Socialism, Yankton, affirma- 
tive and negative; Increased Armament, U. S. C. vs. Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

A summary of oratorical contests as far as reported is also given. 
The full report for the last two years will appear in a volume on Col- 
iege oratory which is in preparation.

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in many of the southern colleges. Just now the U. of Georgia is seeking in- 
formation about a chapter and we hope to have one there early next year. 
This we would appreciate very much since Georgia is one of the greatest in- 
stitutions of leurning in the south. Debate and oratory have a prominent 
place there. 

We lose five of our ten members by graduation, but this will leave us a 
nice nucleus to begin work with next year.

REDLANDS CHAPTER LETTER 


The National Presidency of Pi Kappa Delta, three men at the National 
Convention in Topeka, Kansas, a four thousand mile debating trip, four de- 
bate victories—three unanimous—cut of seven debates, a first, a third, and a 
fifth in intercollegiate oratory and second in the interstate, the staging of a 
successful play, and the winning of the “R” for forensic activity—this is the 
record for the year for the Redlands chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. 

The year opened with prospects rather doubtful but with hopes for the 
best. We had only two students who had been in oratorical contests, and two 
—a man and a woman—who had been in varsity intercollegiate debates. The 
year closed as indicated in the paragraph above. 

To finance the Eastern debating trip the Redlands chapter of Pi Kappa 
Delta under the direction of Professor E. R. Nichols gave a play at the Wyatt 
Opera House on March 10. The proceeds fell short of the goal and Mr. W. C. 
Guerth, proprietor of the leading jewelry store of Redlands, raised seventy- 
six dollars in one dollar subscriptions among the merchants of the city and 
made the trip a reality. The men who went East were Professor E. R. 
Nichols, Fred D. Fagg, Jr., °19, and Arthur D. Jacobsen, ’17. 

On the negative side of the question, ‘Resolved, that the United States 
should own and operate the interstate railroads,” the team scored a unani 
mous victory at Albuquerque, New Mexico, on March 27, over the team of the 
University of New Mexico. On March 30 the team lost to Brothers White 
and Williams of the Southwestern chapter on the same question at Winfield, 
Kansas, in one of the best debates ever engaged in by the Redlands team. 

While at Winfield the team was delightfully entertained by the South- 
western chapter, which was formally installed during this visit by Professor 
Nichols. From Southwestern the team, accompanied by Howard White and 
Lex Kelly of Winfield, went to Topeka to the National Convention, where 
Professor Nichols was unanimously re-elected to the National Presidency of 
Pi Kappa Delta. The Redlands men will never forget the fine entertainment 
provided by the Washburn chapter, nor its earnest enthusiasm for Pi Kappa 
Delta. The convention was an inspiration to higher things. Before returning 
to California, Professor Nichols visited at Ottawa University, where he had 
ence been a teacher, and Fagg and Jacobsen visited at K. S. A. C. 

In California, Redlands has come to the front this year in forensics. One of 
the factors of this was the women’s debates. On April 20, Ruth Johnson and 
Eleanor Ahlstrom won a unanimous victory over Pomona’s strongest team on 
the Unicameral Legislature question. Rhoda Benson and Hilma Cyren lost 
a close contest to Occidental on the same question the same evening. 

In men’s debating, Leo Sievert and Fayette Myers won a unanimous 4deci- 
sion over Throop College of Pasadena at Redlands, April 28, on the subject 
of Compulsory Military Training and Service. With the same subject A. D. 
Jacobsen and George Hedstrom lost by a two to one decision to the U. S. C. 
Freshmen at Los Angeles, May 4. On the same night Sievert and Fagg won

the annual Freshman debate from Pomona College at Redlands, using the 
same question. This victory gave Redlands two out of the series of three 
with Pomona. It is significant that outside of the three debates lost to Red- 
lands, Pomona College has lost only one debate in the last three years. 

On April 11, Harold N. Geistweit won third place for Redlands in the Old 
Line Oratorical contest held at Whittier College. He should have fared bet- 
ter for he received three first places out of six—the winner took only one first 
place. 

Gordon Palmer, ’16, won the Prohibition contest at Occidental College o 
April 28, and took second place for Redlands in the Interstate at McMinn- 
ville, Oregon, May 26. 

In the Peace contest Redlands did not do as well this year, but managed 
to take fifth. In addition to the intercollegiate contests Redlands has had twa 
Jocal contests for $25 prizes—one for extempore speaking and one for oratory 
—and held an interscholastic declamation contest, which was won this year 
by the Redlands High School. 

We think we have made an excellent record this year—one which speaks 
well for the coaching of Professor Nichols and of Professor Collins, who had 
charge of the wemen’s debates. We lose three members by graduation and 
one who leaves college this year, but we have gained seven new members, six 
of the Order of Debate and one of the Order of Instruction. 

We fully expect to see one of our charter members, Samuel Knight, ’15, of 
the Order of Debate, Degree of Honor, elected to the California Lgislature 
next fall, where he will honor our organization by wearing a key and aid in 
stemming foolish and rabid anti-fraternity legislation. 

Prospects for next year are bright. We have experienced debaters enough 
for a winning season. The University of New Mexico is to send a team tc 
Redlands, and we expect to meet Southern California colleges as usual. (We 
hope to raise some money next year by a play or otherwise to get East the 
following year to the convention. We shall want to schedule some debates 
with Middle West colleges then. On your mettle, Southwestern. 


Three social events have marked our year. On April 10, a dinner in honor 
of the Dastern team was given at the men’s dormitory. On May 17, Mrs. Red- 
den and Mrs, Stauffer, the house mothers of Bekins and Reavis Halls, gave a 
picnic dinner in honor of debaters and orators. On June 2 we held our an- 
nual banquet at the Wissahickon Inn and installed the new officers: A. D. 
Jacobsen, President; Fred Fagg, Vice President; Ruth Johnson, Secretary- 
Treasurer, and Leo Sievert, Corresponding Secretary. 

Gur initiation was held on the evenings of May 22 and 23. The national 
ritual adopted at the convention was used with great satisfaction. With
